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Extension 
Board unsure 
about proposal 

Judge/Executive Pruitt sits in on meeting 

By Daniel Richardson 

When the Hickman County Extension Board met Thursday 
at 11 am. they discussed several issues, but the majority of 
the discussion was centered on the recreation building near 
the high school. 

Hickman County Judge/Executive Greg Pruitt, who sat in 
on the meeting, urged the board members to use government 
resources efficiently in order to save tax-payer money. His 
proposal involved three government entities: the School 
Board, the county and Fiscal Court, and the Extension Board. 
Here is a brief description of each of their situations. 

For several months now, the extension board has looked at 
options to acquire more workspace. To be effective in their 
role, they feel like they need four or five offices and a meeting 
area large enough for several people to fit comfortably for 
meetings. They have more than $200,000 set aside in a 
CD for a building fund, and were at one point considering 
borrowing another $300,000 for a building project. They 
have spent $20,000 on a building site. 

The county government, according to Judge Pruitt, is 
quickly outgrowing its facilities at the courthouse and annex. 
State mandates are requiring the county clerk to store software 
that takes up more space than he has available, and important 
voting records are currently being stored offsite. Last month, 
with the permission of the Fiscal Court, Judge Pruitt offered 
the Extension Board $50,000 for the building in which they 
currently reside. This was done with the intention of moving 
the County Judge/Executive’s suite of offices across the 
street and into the current extension building, and allowing 
the County Clerk to expand into the Judge’s current office. 
Judge Pruitt has said that this is the best way to adjust, s o 
that residents don’t have to go from building to building to

Dear Editor, 

I read with interest your article on 
Columbus and their problems with unpaid 
water bills. I am sorry I cannot help with 
that but I am concerned about the possible 
sale of the old town clock. As for the jail, 
it could go as it was built in the new town 
and serves no purpose today. The clock was 
on the top of the school in old Columbus 
under the hill. When the new school was 
built in about 1930, the clock was placed on 
it. When it was no longer used as a school 
and was destroyed, the clock was removed. 
I was told as a child that the clock belonged 
to the city and not the school. 

Very little remains today that was in the old 
town under the hill. These include the clock, 
the Methodist Church, the Baptist Church, 
and two or three original houses. The house 
where I was born in the new town remains 
and appears to be in good condition due to 
the town renovation several years ago. The 
house was owned and moved from under the 
bill by my parents, Sam and Sallie Byassee 
and was doubled in size after moving. 

I am interested in the renovations taking 
place on the old Iron Banks Hotel. Hopefully 


this will bring some life back to the town. 
Originally, there was a house there which 
was rebuilt and enlarged by my dad, Sam 
Byassee and others who were employed 
by the owner, Mr. Marion Rust. He was 
employed by the American Red Cross to 
supervise the moving of the old town after 
the flooding of the Mississippi River in 1927. 
He also had the vision to have the Columbus- 
Belmont Park built. 

The history and renovation of the old 
hotel would make an interesting article for 
the Gazette, which needs more articles of 
historical interest. 

It is very sad to return to Columbus and see 
the lack of businesses and neglect of homes. I 
remember it as a busy little town with several 
grocery stores, a school and telephone office, 
restaurants, and a poolroom. Today the 
cemetery seems to be the liveliest place in 
town. Many things have changed but the old 
Mississippi just keeps rolling along. 

The site of Columbus was the first part 
of Virginia-Kentucky seen and reported by 
Europeans in 1673 by Father Marquette.

resolve issues that they may have within a 
certain department. 

In 1978, the building known as the 
recreation center was built on the campus as 
part of an effort for the school to build a new 
baseball field. In the late 70’s, the Hickman 
County School Board wanted to build a new 
baseball field, but couldn’t get the grant 
money because at the time that type of grant 
was reserved for county governments. At 
that time, there was no place in Clinton or 
Hickman County to hold large events, and the 
county badly needed a recreation center, but 
the fiscal court was in a similar situation as the 
school board. Grants for buildings of that type 
were not available to county governments at 
the time, but were reserved for expansion of 
school campuses. So, in a grandiose plan, the 
fiscal court agreed to apply for a grant for a 
baseball field, while the school board applied 
for a grant for a recreation building. As part 
of this arrangement, the school owned the 
property that the recreation center sits on 
and therefore owns the building. However, 
the School Board at the time agreed to give 
the county a 50-year lease on the property 
and building, which expires in 2028. The 
grants came through, so the school had a new 
baseball field, the county had a recreation 
center, and everyone was happy. But now, 34 
years down the road, the building sits empty 
and in less than ideal condition. 

The ideal situation, according to Judge 
Pruitt, is for the extension office to renovate 
and move into the recreation center, while 
the county assumes ownership of the current 


extension building, and no money changes 
hands between any of the three government 
entities. The extension board, however, is 
somewhat skeptical. They are very hesitant 
to trade their building for a lease, especially 
one with only 16 years left. According to 
Vickie Mclntire, chairman of the Extension 
Board Building Committee, the estimate 
given by Joey McGee on the renovations 
necessary is $200,000. With an investment 
of this magnitude, the extension board will 
want to be able to stay in the building for a 
long time. The main consensus among the 
board members is that if the school board 
will either grant them a deed to the property, 
or a long-term lease of at least 75 years, they 
will be on board with the proposal. 

Several members of the extension 
board will attend Thursday night’s school 
board meeting to see what the Board of 
Education is willing to offer. After finding 
out what the school board can give them, the 
extension board will make a final decision 
as to whether or not they will agree to the 
proposal. According to Pruitt, the situation 
is a win-win-win. The extension office will 
have a bigger building without paying the 
full amount, the county government will 
have enough room to operate effectively, 
the school campus will have a renovated 
building that can participate with students 
instead of an empty eye-sore, and the tax¬ 
payers will save hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. Only time will tell how the situation 
will pan out. 


Rotary learns importance

Akin, 
of First Kentucky bank in 
Carlisle County, is also 
a member of WKRCA, 
along with Keith Akin, of 
Hickman County.

meets in September. 

The alliance was formally 
organized and incorporated 
in November 2009 and 
serves as a catalyst for 
regional leadership and 
action, bringing together 
resources for legislative, 
educational, infrastructure 
and economic development 
advocacy. 

Three projects of interest 
to WKRCA include 
Interstate 69 (1-69), Inland 
Waterways, and Nuclear 
Projects. 

Seven states are involved 
with 1-69 covering more 
than 2,700 miles. WKRCA 
believes for every dollar 
invested in the project, 
$1.63 will be returned. 
While the interstate is under 
construction 27,000 jobs 
will be created bringing 
with it $11 billion in wages. 
1-69 goes through the heart 
of western Kentucky and 
has been designated a 
“Corridor of the Future by 
U.S. DOT.” 

Major rehabilitation 
and construction of 
infrastructure projects 
along the Inland Waterways 
are funded equally on a 


50/50 basis by the federal 
government. Currently, 
the industry funds what 
is known as the Inland 
Waterways Trust Fund via 
a $.20/gallon tax on diesel 
fuel. “This fund is running 
out of money because 
projects are running over 
budget and over schedule,” 
state Gilliliand. 

WKRCA is also keeping 
their eye on nuclear projects 
as they realize nuclear 
power must be included in 
the search for efficient and 
reliable energy. The alliance 
advocates to lifting the 
moratorium on construction 
of nuclear projects in the 
United States. Passage 
of HB 559 which allows 
nuclear-based technologies 
came to fruition in April. 

Those investing in 
WKRCA include First 
Kentucky, Community 
Financial Services Bank, 
Jim Smith Contracting and 
Murray State University.

Everyone can see how this 
year’s weather has negatively 
affected pastures and corn and 
soybean fields by driving the 
roads of western Kentucky. 
However, a hot, dry year 
would typically favor fruit 
and vegetable production, as 
long as growers have adequate 
irrigation, because it reduces 
disease potential. But 2012 
hasn’t been very kind to our 
horticultural crops either. 

When daytime temperatures 
surpass 100 degrees like we’ve 
seen several days this year, 
we begin to see problems with 
many vegetable crops. Pollen 
begins to die and that affects 
fruit set and several disorders 
become apparent. One thing 
growers might see is blossom 
end rot, which is simply a rot 
at the blossom end of a fruit. 
Tomatoes usually suffer most, 
but eggplant, cucurbits and 
peppers can all succumb to this 
problem. 

It’s technically caused by a 
calcium deficiency in the plant 
or the fruit. But in many cases, 
it’s not a lack of calcium in the 
soil, but rather an environmental 
factor that stops the plant from 
taking up calcium. Plants take 
up calcium as they absorb 
water. They circulate the water 
to their leaves and out of tiny 
holes in their leaves called 
stomates. This process in plants, 
called transpiration, helps cool 
themselves the same way we 
sweat to cool our own bodies. 

As plants move water through 
the roots to the leaves and out 
the stomates, calcium moves 
into the plant. But in areas of 
severe drought, blossom end 
rot will appear because there is 
no water to move the calcium 
to the plant. To make matters 
worse, calcium is immobile in 
the plant, meaning it can’t move 
from an area of low demand 
to an area of high demand, so 
even temporary deficiencies can 
cause permanent damage. 

Under conditions of severe 
drought or extremely high 
temperatures, many plants will 
close their stomates to conserve 
water, thus closing the path 
for calcium to get inside. So 
don’t be surprised if you are 
seeing blossom end rot on your 
tomatoes that were developing 


STEP: Too many of us 
are rushing to and fro today 
trying to keep in step with a 
sprinting society that hasn’t 
noticed a sunset or listened to 
a bird singing in longer than 
can be remembered. Our food 
doesn’t digest, our nerves 
are frayed and everyone 
seems to irritate us. We need 
to revisit the One who had 
the gait of Galilee, and “he 
(Jesus) departed again into 
a mountain himself alone” 
(John 6:15). We need to take 
a walk down the old paths 
once in a while to enjoy 
the beauty of a tree, a wild 
flower, or a robin, and be 
still and “know God.” There 
was a day (in my life-time) 
when fifty miles an hour was 


during the most recent heat 
wave. Unfortunately, there’s 
nothing you can do to correct the 
problem once it starts because 
it can’t be reversed. The fruit 
is safe to eat, just cut off the 
affected part. 

Since summer is only two- 
thirds over, meteorologically 
speaking, there are some things 
you can do to prevent future 
occurrences of blossom end 
rot. If we see high temperatures 
again, try to minimize them for 
the plants by providing some 
kind of shade and giving them 
adequate water. On plants that 
are susceptible to blossom end 
rot, it’s usually better to water 
regularly like using a soaker 
hose for 15-20 minutes every 
third day. Consistent moisture 
delivery will probably help as 
much as anything. 

Other problems that are being 
seen in western KY include lack 
of fruit set on green and lime 
beans and peas. Also, I’ve had 
reports of reduced size and fruit 
set in melon crops. Sweet corn 
producers report poor pollination, 
raccoon and deer problems and 
sometimes, red and green fungi 
growing on the corn itself. Some 
peach producers have had more 
disease than normal because of 
malformed stones or pits causing 
the fruit to split and subsequently 
rot. 

Hot, dry conditions also 
bring out an insect that we 
typically don’t see under 
normal circumstances: spider 
mites. These little critters are 
extremely small and infest green 
beans, soybeans, cucumbers, 
eggplant, peas, tomatoes and 
watermelons. Malathion is the 
preferred treatment for this 
pest in horticultural crops, but 
be sure to direct sprays toward 
the underside of the leaf and as 
always, check the label.
